Determination was made after a full trial. 
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The two laboratory reports being submitted herewith, one by Taeus and the other by 
Chipworks, report separate analyses of a product whose sale was asserted in the ITC action as 
prior art that anticipated claim 27 of the c 338 patent. This product and the reports resulting from 
reverse engineering of the product are discussed by Judge Harris in his Initial Determination. 
The product was a SGS Thomson M293B1 electronic program memory. 

Reexamination Certificate no. Bl 5,172,338 submitted herewith, dated July 8, 1997, 
confirmed the patentability of claim 27 and others of the '338 patent. 

The Japanese Patent Office Appeal/Trial Decision being submitted herewith was 
rendered in connection with a Japanese patent application corresponding to the '338 patent. The 
documents discussed in the Decision were earlier cited in the Supplemental Information 
Disclosure Statement filed August 2 1 , 2001 .
